Nixon ends silence, admits 
making 'mistakes of heart' 


Did nothing 
impeachable, 
he declares 


WASHINGTON (U P Ii - For an hour 
Richard Nixon persisted in his familiar 
declarations that he had done nothing 
wrong in the Watergate cover-up to 
justify forcing him from the presidency 
Then, as his first 90-minute interview 
with British interviewer David Frost 
drew to a close Wednesday night, the 
former president finally acknowledged, 
his eyes downcast and welling 
“ I. I let the American people down, 
and I have to carry that burden with me 
for the rest of my life My political life is 
over 
“ While technically 1 did not commit a 
crime, an impeachable offense, as far as 
the handling of this matter is concerned, 
it was so botched up I made so many bad 
judgments, the worst ones, mistakes of 
the heart rather than the head " 
For the first time he acknowledged 
telling “ untruths“ about the investiga­ 
tion. and said 
“ I think that some of my mistakes 
that. ah. I regret most deeply came with 
the statements" he made in that period 
in the face of what he described as “ par­ 
tisan" Senate committee and special 
prosecutor staffs and media 
“ It snowballed And. it was my fault." 
he said 
“ People didn't think it was enough to 
admit mistakes, fine." Nixon said, nod­ 
ding his head up and down, still speaking 
in a low. slow way. “ If they want me to 
get down and grovel on the floor, no 
Never " 
Emerging from self-imposed exile for 
the first time since he resigned Aug 8, 
1974 Nixon was interviewed by British 
showman David Frost m a videotape 
shown on an estimated 155 television sta­ 
tions 
Three other programs will be 
shown later this month All were taped in 
March 
W ith 
F ro st 
bearing

in 
prosecutorial fashion, Nixon’s major ad­ 
mission was that he went “ to the edge of 
the law" in advising trusted aides H H 
Haldeman and John Ehrlichman how to 
defend themselves against cover-up 
charges 
under the circumstances. I would 
have to say that a reasonable person 
could call that a cover-up." Nixon said 
“ I didn't think of it as a cover-up " 
But Nixon denied he obstructed justice 
by using the CIA to divert the F B I in the 
early investigation of the 1972 break-in of 
the Democratic party offices at the 
Watergate complex, because “ I did not 
have a corrupt motive “ 
He denied directing the payment of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in hush 
money to keep the original Watergate 
burglars from “ blowing " He denied he 
ordered White House Counsel John W 
Dean III to write a “ modified hangout" 
report exonerating White House person­ 
nel from Watergate involvement 
He contended that if he really wanted 
to cover up the scandal, he could have 
done so after his landslide 1972 election 
victory by giving a clemency order for 
all the arrested men 
Nixon contrasted his agonizing deci 
sion to d ism iss H ald em an and 
Ehrlichman with Dwight Eisenhower s 
vacillation over firing chief of staff 
Sherman Adams He said he did not live 
up to British Prime Minister William 
Gladstone s advice that a good prime 
minister must be “ a good butcher 
Then Frost asked Nixon if he would not 
go further than “ mistakes" in explaining 
his role 
• Well, what would you express0" Nix­ 
on asked 
Apparently surprised, Frost said he 
would like to hear Nixon say “ 1 put the 
American people through two years of 
needless agony and I apologize 


A slight smile flashing across his face, 
his eyes averted, Nixon began his final 
soliloquy 


He said that during the 15 months 
before he actually did resign, he kept 
alive his Chinese and Soviet initiatives, 
the Vietnam peace agreement and kept 
the Mideast out of war 


He rejected what he said were his 
friends notion of a conspiracy against 
him But he immediately added 


“ I brought myself down. I gave ’em a 
sword And they stuck it in. and they 
twisted it with relish And, I guess if I ’d 
been in their position. I ’d have done the 
same thing ’’

“ I'll try to do a good job for you 
Air Force One departed from Andrews 
Air Force base at 9 58 a m EDT for a 
seven-hour flight to Heathrow Airport 
Carter will meet in an economic sum 
mit conference w ith the heads of state of 
the six major western industrialized 
democracies He said one goal of the ses­ 
sions will be “ to put the people of the 
world back to work 


He also will attend a meeting with the 
North Atlantic allies 
1 feel good about the prospects for 
success.' Carter said in remarks on the 
White House south grounds just before 
he left " I believe I II come back after 
this five-day trip with a major step hav­ 
ing been made forward in dealing with 
the world's problems in dealing with the

Critics not 
satisfied by 
tv testimony

Richard Nixon's television debut as a 
Watergate witness prompted no public 
comment from defenders or aides tarred 
by the scandal 
Congressional in­ 
vestigators found the former president’s 
testimony wanting 
“ He’s still covering up,’’ said Sam 
Ervin, the white-haired North Carolina 
Democrat who capped a long Senate 
career by heading the Senate Watergate 
Committee. 
‘ The man contradicts his own words 
on his own tapes." said Ervin, watching 
the televised interview in a bar at the 
Memphis. Tenn . airport waiting to 
change planes “ 1 think it’s good for the 
people to see it. because he's still cover­ 
ing up " 
Similar comments came from Rep 
Peter Rodino. D-N J . chairman of the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee’s 
nine 
month impeachment inquiry that con­ 
tributed to Nixon's decision to resign 
1.000 days ago 
Several figures in the Watergate scan­ 
dal, 
including H R 
Haldeman and 
Donald Segretti. were not available for 
comment John Ehrlichman is in federal 
prison serving his conspiracy sentence, 
and the warden said he left word he did 
not want to be called 


Despite Nixon s broadcast claims to 
the contrary. Rodino said the commit­ 
tee s 7,200-page report “ showed clearly, 
conclusively and finally that Richard 
Nixon had obstructed the Watergate in­ 
vestigation. that he had abused the 
powers of his high office as president, 
and that he had failed to comply with 
lawful subpoenas issued by the Judiciary 
Committee in the course of its impeach­ 
ment inquiry "

on's talk-for-pay interview challenged

"If I were charged with the offenses 
Richard Nixon is and I believed myself 
to be innocent and if I had the chance to 
talk about it on television, I would not 
wait three years and I would not charge 
$1 million."

Taxable sales 
show upward 
trend in Valley 


Taxable sales in the City of Lompoc 
and Santa Marta joined the upward trend 
in Santa Barbara County and the State of 
California during the fourth quarter of 
1976, it was reported today 
Taxable sales in California exceeded 
$23 3 billion during the quarter, up $3 
billion, or 14 8 per cent over the same 
period of 1975 Total taxable sales during 
the entire year of 1976 totaled $83 8 
billion, a hefty $10 3 billion, or 14 1 per 
cent higher than 1975 
Taxable sales in the City of Lompoc 
topped $19 8 million during the fourth 
quarter, up from the $16 6 million during 
the same period of 1975 
Santa Maria showed a gain from the 
$52 6 million during the fourth quarter of 
1975 to the 1976 fourth quarter figure of 
$65 9 million 
A breakdown shows the following 
trends for the respective categories of 
sales in the City of Lompoc compared to 
previous fourth quarter figures Modest 
gains in taxable sales were registered by 
general merchandise stores, drug stores, 
food stores, building materials and farm 
instruments, auto dealers and supplies, 
service stations, other retail stores; 
whde slight declines showed up in tax­ 
able sales in apparel and package liquor 
stores, eating and drinking places and 
home furnishings and appliances 
Countywide, there were $272 8 million 
in taxable sales during the fourth quarter 
of 1976 compared to $241 7 million during 
the same period of 1975 


WASHINGTON (UF1) - Wholesale 
prices soared 1.1 per cent for the second 
straight month in April, the Labor 
Department reported today, portending 
a resurgence of inflation for American 
consumers Food and fuel prices were 
blamed for the April surge 
The increase reflected an annual infla­ 
tion rate of 13 2 per cent, indicating ad­ 
ministration 
economists 
may 
have 
substantially underestim ated the 
nation’s true inflation rate 
Budget Director Bert Lance suggested 
the administration was prepared for a 
new bout of inflation exceeding the 6 per 
cent annual rate originally forecast for 
1977 
“ We’ll have to wait awhile to see if it's 
a trend or when there will be any 
moderation’’ Lance told reporters 
“ The problem of inflation isn t solved by 
flicking your finger and saying 
it’s 
solved 
“ I hate to say it’s an aberration, but it 
has been caused by circumstances 
beyond the control of us 
Lance noted that recent inflation in 
wholesale markets has been caused 
largely by food, which has been affected 
by the weather 
“ If we had not had 
drought in California and cold weather ¡n 
other parts of the country, there might 
not be near as much pressure from infla­ 
tion as we have had." he said 
He cited an easing of industrial price 
inflation during April, but cautioned 
there still mav be several bad months 


ahead of consumers He noted he had 
met earlier in the day with U S Steel 
Chairman Edgar Speer to discuss 
impending steel price increases. 
Not since Oetober-November, 1974, 
have the nation's wholesale price in­ 
creases exceeded 1 per cent for two con­ 
secutive months These increases ulti­ 
mately are passed along to consumers in 
higher retail prices 
Processed food prices were up 2 5 per 
cent and farm prices rose 3 3 per cent, 
the biggest jump in a year Farm prices 
have exceeded 1 per cent for the past five 
months 
Fuels rose 1 4 per cent, although the 
overall increase in industrial prices was 
more moderate than in March 
In­ 
dustrial prices were up 0.6 per cent 
The Wholesale Price Index stood at 
194 3 in April reflecting an annual in­ 
crease of 7 2 per cent This means that 
goods costing SI00 m 1967, now cost 
$194 30 
a near doubling of prices over 
the past decade.

months, administration economists have 
insisted the underlying rate barely ex­ 
ceeds 6 per cent

“ We are making the same of­ 
fer to all public safety agencies 
in the county.’’ said Oleson He 
said it represented an offer 
“ free of charge" to the cities 
and other agencies, but stres­ 
sed “ we won t usurp their 
authority or their responsibility 
to set their own dispatch pat­ 
terns.”

True impact of staff reduc­ 
tion 
“ The Santa Maria com­ 
mittee assumed that they could 
reduce staff and resultant ex­ 
penditures without 
a cor­ 
responding loss in revenues 
F'or example the committee 
projected a reduction in 
welfare administration staff of 
19 positions which they felt 
would result in a $399.000 reduc­ 
tion in cost and tax levies They 
failed in their initial report to 
realize that a $399.000 reduction 
in expenditures would result in 
a corresponding $292,000 reduc­ 
tion in revenue since 73 per cent 
of welfare administration ex­ 
penditures are financed by the 
state and federal governments 
Over and above this I question 
their ability to reduce the staff­ 
ing by 19 positions and still 
maintain mandated staffing-to- 
client ratios and existing ser­ 
vice levels in general ” 
Parsons says the Santa Maria 
committee also recommends 
reducing the staff of the 
auditor-controller s 
office 
in 
the new county without realiz­ 
ing that the present office 
is 
responsible for central collec­ 
tions. a function not addressed 
by the committee 
Parsons' example of another 
major conceptual error by 
north county split proponents 
zeroes in on the contention that 
a $9 million fund balance can be 
used to cut the property tax in 
the new county to $2 15 per $100 
of assessed valuation 
They are in effect double 
counting this money,” Parsons 
said, “ because the figure in­ 
cludes $2 1 million in revenue 
sharing funds that are already 
included in the committee's 
revenue estimate “ 
Parsons notes that the com­ 
mittee also wants to eliminate 
the subsidy for ambulance ser­ 
vice in three most populated 
north county areas, 
without 
adequate consideration for the 
impact it would have on the 
welfare of the affected areas 
Parsons says the committee 
also fails to understand that 
their projected savings by 
reductions in the road depart­

Parsons also scores the com­ 
mittee s suggestion that they 
can realize a net savings of 
$424 (100 by the closing of Santa 
Maria Hospital and the opera­ 
tion of an outpatient clinic in­ 
stead 
“ When the auditor-controller 
prepared his feasibility study 
(the studv authorized by the 
board of supervisors • of split­ 
ting the county. Santa Maria 
Hospital was operating both an 
acute and a skilled nursing 
facility which required a staff 
of 66 persons.’* Parsons 
recalled “ Since then the acute 
care section has been closed 
“ The skilled nursing section 
is still in operation but closure 
is under consideration Before 
the county can or will close this 
fac ility it will have to be deter­ 
mined according to state law 
that such closure would not 
result in an unmet need for 
skilled nursing beds 
Par>ons paused near the end 
of the interview and began a 
brief summation “ If the com­ 
mittee and eventually the new 
board of supervisors in the new 
county, are not able to affect 
their projected jail savings of 
$500.000 the hospital savings of 
$424.000 and other savings 
which they project, they will 
have to reduce sensitive ser­ 
vices such as sheriff patrol, or 
fire services in order to avoid a 
major tax rate increase Again 
I would like to emphasize that 
the board of supervisors of the 
north county would have the 
discretion to establish service 
levels commensurate with their 
ability to pay 


Toward the end. Parsons 
made no mention of other ele­ 
ments of the criticism that he 
has leveled at the Santa Maria 
committee's feasibility report 
There is his claim that the star­ 
tup costs alone for the north 
county would be staggering 
and that the north county would 
be faced with an 82-cent tax in­ 
crease in order to maintain ser­ 
vices at present levels and that 
the south county would have to 
hike taxes about 21 cents in

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Callaghan to warn 
of economy crisis 


LONDON (U P I) 
British of­ 
ficials 
say 
Prim e 
Minister 
Jam es Callaghan will warn 
su m m it lead ers here this 
weekend that the world is in the 
middle of its worst economic 
crisis in 40 years and unless 
they take joint action to deal 
with it. the outlook is grim 
Callaghan will host a meeting 
of seven leaders — including 
President Carter on his first 
foreign trip since he was 
elected 
They w ill meet at 
Callaghan’s No 
10 Downing 
Street residence Saturday and 
Sunday 
The economic summit will be 
followed by a NATO summit 
early next week 
The government officials said 
Callaghan, in his capacity as 
host and chairman, will stress 
what he believes to be the 
gravity of the world economic 
crisis 
The sources said Callaghan 
will point to high inflation in 
some Western countries, par­ 


ticularly 
Britain, 
where the 
current rate is nearly 17 per 
cent annually 
They said he also will note 
there currently are 15 million 
jobless in the seven countries 
taking part 
— 
the United 
S ta te s . 
B r it a in . 
C an ad a, 
France. Italy. West Germany 
and Japan 
British officials said Callag­ 
han is particularly worried 
about the high unemployment 
rate among youngsters, not 
only in Western nations but also 
in such countries as Egypt, 
Jam aica.

They said he will stress that 
this may have been responsible

Police department, and the 
suggestion has already been 
made that the L.P.D. be as­ 
signed the task of zoning en­ 
forcement.

their hands full enforcing the 
motor vehicle and penal codes 
of our city without the added 
burden of learning about and 
enforcing the zoning and 
building codes as well 
We feel this citation power 
is long overdue, and. with 
more than 300 violations out-

overjoyed that the council has 
decided to face the problem

After Tuesday's City Council meeting

foreign policy in a policy plank that beat 
a shameful retreat from all Kissinger 
had tried to do 
Moderates in the Senate and men in 
the House 
like John B 
Anderson of 
Illinois are doing their best to hold a 
reasonable line Mathias, Percy and 10 
others including Jacob Javits of New 
York joined together several times in 
the campaign last year to try to persuade 
Ford that an important faction in the 
partv did not go along with the conser­ 
vative cause and therefore deserved 
some consideration Their efforts were 
in vain 
I must admit to a rather strong per­ 
sonal feeling in this matter Both my 
father and mv grandfather in my native 
Iowa were devout Republicans who 
believed that anyone outside that happy 
fraternitv was an outcast My father a 
delegate to Republican conventions for 
30 years wavered onlv at the selection of 
Warren Gamaliel Harding in 1920 It has 
been all downhill since that fatal error

B u re au crats are 
constantly on the 
move, for example, 
pursuing the taxpayers 
business in 
faraway places Take the Small Business 
Administration 
It employs only 4.300 
peopW 
of whom less than 1.500 can be 
classed as wanderers 
Yet. they 
managed to spend an incredible $4 7 
million on travel during the 1976 fiscal 
y< ar The next vear. the travel budget 
soared like- an airliner to $5 3 million 
We checked the individual travel 
records since July 1975 
One official. 
Harold K Fletcher ran up a $20.85 4 95 
travel bill 
Another C Mack Higgins 
spent $20.054 65. and Mitchell Kobelinski 
spent $16.160 54 
Fight officials flew off to Hawaii in the 
middle of last winter to cavort in the sun 
with business executives 
a $10 000 
junket Yet. by the Small Business Ad­ 
ministration s own admission 
there 
were officials stationed in Honolulu who 
could have' met with the business ex­ 
ecutives 
Bureaucrats als<* seem to have an 
irresistible itch to move their offices 
around 
For no apparent reason 
the 
Health Resources Administration shifted 
jbout 2,800 employes from one end of 
Washington to the other Government 
auditors described the move privately as 
little more than furniture shifting They 
estimate the move across town will cost 
the taxpayers close to $3 million 
Bureaucrats also spend incalculable 
amounts on status symbols 
The 
evidence of a bureaucrat's importance 
can be seen, at considerable expense to 
the taxpayers in his office It is large 
enough to impress visitors0 How deep do 
vou sink in the rug-’ Is there a trim of 
woodwork around the walls0 Does the of­ 
fice contain a kingsize desk’’ A 
flag 
stand-' A sofa suitable for taking naps° 
Whether the bureaucrats sip water 
from a silver decanter or a brown plastic 
jug is another sign of their status The 
Nav\ also provides its top brass with 


bronze bookends. plaques and ashtrays, 
plus an extra supply to hand out to 
visiting dignitaries 
Most procurement people have a 
cavalier attitude toward the taxpayers 
monev An enlisted man in the Army, for 
example, is granted $7 88 after three 
years to replace an overcoat that won t 
wear out for 10 years 
Procurement officers also have a habit 
of signing purchase orders and asking 
questions afterward 
The m ilitary 
storerooms hold millions worth of spare 
parts for canceled and antiquated 
weapons In 1975. the Army tried in vain 
to cancel $125 million worth of un­ 
delivered merchandise it decided it 
didn’t really want after all 
A General Aecouting Office report 
whose circulation has been restricted to 
top officials, declares that the military 
could save “ tens of millions of dollars 
annually’’ if it would improve its inven­ 
tory systems 


Of course there is a constant battle in­ 
side the government to reduce waste

One of the most difficult types of rases

Officers know that 
many of the stories of 
sexual 
assaults on 
children, particularly by teen-agers, will 
prove to be unfounded, but they under­ 
take a full-scale investigation on each oc­ 
casion, fearful that the story might 
prove to be true 
There have been a couple of cases in 
Mission Hills and a couple more in 
Vandenberg Village in recent years that 
had one detail in common 
they all 
proved to be fabrications by the girls 
who were involved All of the cases also 
created a stir in the respective com­ 
munities 
One girl told a story complete with a 
meticulous description of the suspect, 
verbatim recounting of the dialog that 
ensued between victim and suspect, and 
a moment by moment recall of the as­ 
sault 
Days and many interviews later the 
girl finally confided that she had 
manufactured the story 
In another variation on the fabrication 
theme, one girl told a story of being 
dragged into a field by a youth, all in 
order to cover an actual and fumbling at­ 
tempt to have sexual relations with a 
friend 


One of the most frustrating circum­ 
stances for any newspaper is to navigate 
in the vacuum that is created when oppo­ 
nents or proponents of a controversial 
idea decline to defend their views in 
public 
Some of this equation has ocurred in 
the topical county split issue Proponents 
of the split — those who favor cutting 
Santa Barbara County in two at Gaviota 


have declined to discuss statistics 
posed in opposition to elements in a 
feasibility study of the split done by 
proponents in Santa Maria 
Split proponents have been invited to 
various pubiir meetings for face-to-face 
confrontation with opponents, but have 
declined to attend, because it would not 
be in our best interest 
This reporter has made a number of 
attempts to elicit m -ponses to specific 
criticisms raised by opponents and has 
come away empty handed 


It ever a highlv visible public issue got 
off to a slow start it's the county split 
Wednesday more than a week after a 
rousing meeting by proponents in Santa 
Maria, the campaign to gain signatures 
to put the question on the ballot still had 
not got into high gear 
One source of uncertain reliability in 
the Santa Barbara area was arguing that 
the campaign to get 11.400 signatures 
was going down to defeat If this was 
true in fact, the sounds coming from 
proponents in the Santa Maria area 
didn’t reflect the pessimism

split opponent Howard Hager as “ color 
ful

Research m ay turn aquatic weeds from 
bane to boon for developing countries 


SEATTLE (UPI) - For cen­ 
turies the human race has been 
unable to resist the impulse to 
tamper with the natural course 
of evolution, whether it be 
breeding for fast horses or 
seedless oranges 
But a research technique that 
e n a b le s 
s c ie n tis ts 
to 
manipulate the gene, the basic 
building block of heredity, has 
given a chilling new meaning to 
th a t im p u lse 
Since the 
technique first became possible 
in 1973. it has raised some of the 
most difficult safety and ethical 
problems in the history of 
science 
It was almost like science 
fiction come true." said Dr 
Stanley Falkow. a medical 
micro-biologist at the Universi­ 
ty of Washington who has used 
the technique in his own experi­ 
ments 
Dr 
Falkow spliced some 
genes together and helped 
develop an experimental vac­ 
cine for 
Montezuma's reven­ 
ge.’' an intestinal disease that 
sometimes afflicts south-of-the- 
border tourists and often kills 
livestock 
The research method in­ 
volves taking a gene from one 
organism, 
splitting it 
with 
chemicals, and grafting — or 
recombining — the original 
gene onto the gene of another 
organism 
Genes are composed of deox­ 
yribonucleic acid, or DNA. and 
the research is known widely as 
recombinant DNA 
As Dr Falkow already has 
demonstrated in his experi­ 
ments with bacteria, recombi­ 
nant DNA research can be used 
to isolate disease It may also 
some day be used to synthesize 
important medical compounds 
such as hormones or the blood- 
clotting element needed by 
hemophiliacs. And some scien­ 
tists predict that in the distant 
future it may help provide a 
cure for cancer 
On the other side of the coin 
are the fears by some critics 
that the research may acciden­ 
tally unleash biological "mon­ 
sters” on the population, and 
may ultim ately lead to the 
Brave-New World-like prospe­ 
ct of human genetic en­ 
gineering 
The possible danger and 
ethical issues surrounding the 
research so concerned some of 
the world's top biological scien­ 
tists that they convened a 1974 
conference in Pacific Grove 
C a lifo rn ia , 
im p ose d 
a 
moratorium on most advanced 
recom binant DNA e xp e ri­ 
ments, and formed an advisory 
committee to draft national 
safety guidelines 
The advisory comm ittee 
operates within the National 
Institute of Health, a govern­ 
ment agency which funds the 
bulk ot recombinant DNA 
research in the U 
S 
and 
therefore has the muscle to en­ 
force its regulations 
We really have gone a long 
wa> beyond what is logically 
justifiable 
as guidelines 
said Dr Elizabeth Cutter a bio­ 
physicist at Evergreen State 
College in Olympia 
Washing­ 
ton, and who. along with Dr 
Falkow and Dr Joseph Sam* 
brook of Cold Spring Harbor 
New York wrote the final ver­ 
sion of the regulations 
The guidelines. Dr 
Cutter 
said, ban anv experiments 
which would put a disease- 
carrying gene into bacteria, or 
which might create a strain of 
bacteria resistant to an­ 
tibiotics 
The guidelines also set stan­ 
dards for four levels of physical 
containment <P1 through P-4i 
for recombinant DNA experi­ 
ments. depending on how 
dangerous thev are judged to 
be 
The local committee at the 
University of Washington has 
approved three P-l and P-2 ex­ 
periments 
“ It s absolutely safe 
said 
Dr 
Cutter 
There’s nothing 
going on at the University of 
Washington that has me the 
least bit worried 
But local committee member 
Dr 
Phillip Bereano, of the 
school's Social Management of 
Technology program , who 
favors a moratorium on all 
recombinant DNA research 
said he has “ mixed feelings" 
about at least one U W gene 
experim ent and thinks the 
safety guidelines * have not 
been adequateK discussed 
He 
declined to name the ex­ 
periment 
Another committee member 
Dr 
Benjamin Hall, a U 
W 
geneticist who has performed 
recom binant DNA e xp e ri­ 
ments. said he would like to see 
the safety of the research more 
carefully documented 
"The guidelines and a com­ 
mittee like the one here are go­ 
ing to be an effective way to 
regulate it,” Dr 
Hall said 
"But it’s hard to estimate what 
some nut somewhere is going to 
do " 
At present the S-member U 
W committee is grappling with 
the question of whether people 
from outside the state support­ 
ed university should be added to 
the committee 
A few o f the p re s e n t 
members feel this is desirable 
Such a move, they said, would 
forestall a situation in Seattle 
similar to that in Cambridge. 
Mass last year when the City 
Council considered banning all 
recombinant DNA experiments 
within the city limits 


" If we don’t do it. the situa­ 
tion might deteriorate," said 
Dr 
Hall 
"People in Seattle 
might think we re trying to put 
something over on them " 
The guidelines and most of 
the public discussion of gene 
research centers on safety 
questions, but many scientists 
believe that the emphasis 
should shift to the ethics of 
tampering with heredity and 
nature 
Hall said he is "surprised" 
that ethical considerations have 
not received more attention 
Falkow predicted that as the 
possibility of human genetic 
engineering becomes more ap­ 
parent. the discussion w ill 
move “ from the safety ques­ 
tions more and more to the 
social and ethical 
The safety issues at the U W 
and elsewhere revolve around 
the E 
Coli b acteria, the 
organism used most frequently 
in reco m b ina nt DNA ex­ 
periments 


Some strains of E Coli are 
found in the human intestine, 
and this has prompted critics to 
charge that if a "monster" E 
Coli escaped, it easily could 
find its way into the human 
body 


“ It's a very bad choice." said 
Dr Bereano "It doesn't make 
sense “ 


But other scientists counter 
enfeebled E Coli that would die 
that the E Coli is fam iliar and 
predictable, and hence safer for 
research than any other spe­ 
cies. 
Hall said there is “ some 
tru th " to the notion of an 


immediately 
upon escaping 
from the lab But, he said, this 
has yet to be carefully proven 
"It's not something you’d 
want to stake your life on." he 
said 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
National Research Council pan­ 
el says w ater weeds, an 
economic menace in many 
parts of the world, could be 
turned by developing countries 
into an economic boon by con­ 
version into food, fertilizer, 
fiber and fuel 
In a report prepared for the 
State Department's Agency for 
International Development, the 
committee said aquatic weeds 
are impossible to eradicate and 
difficult to control 
They are 
reaching alarming proportions 
in some areas, particularly in 
the tropics. 
They block canals and pumps 
in irrigation projects, interfere 
with hydroelectric production, 
hinder boat traffic, increase 
waterborne disease, disrupt 
fishing and clog drainage 
canals 
"And yet. in a sense, aquatic 
weeds constitute a free crop of 
great potential value — a highly 
productive crop that requires 
no tillage, fertilizer, seed or 
cultivation.” the panel said 
"Aquatic plants have potential 
for exploitation as animal feed. 


human food, soil additives, fuel 
production and waste water 
treatment " 
Aquatic weeds are often more 
productive than land plants. 
Water hyacinth, for example, is 
one of nature’s most prolific 
plants In one experiment, two 
plants produced 30 offspring in 
23 days and 1,200 in four 
months 
The 17-member committee, 
headed by Dr Hugh Popenoe of 
the University of Florida, ex­ 
plored a number of alterna­ 
tives for using water plants 
One possibility is to use 
tropical 
fish, waterfowl, ro­ 
dents and other mammals to 
convert the troublesome plants 
directly to meat Grass carp, 
for example, is a quick-growing 
fish with a highly prized meat 
that lives on the plants It has 
been used 
successfully in 
Arkansas to clear lakes and 
produce a commercial fishery 
The report said harvesting 
aquatic weeds from waterways 
and selling them as a vegeta­ 
tion resource to defray the cost 
of removal is an appealing con­ 
cept, especially in developing 


countries where forage and fer­ 
tilizer are in short supply. 
One disadvantage, however, 
is the fact that aquatic plants 
are mostly water In order to 
obtain one dry ton of matter, 
anywhere from 10 to 20 tons of 
weeds must be harvested and 
processed 
Reeds, bulrushes, cattails 
and 
papyr us have 
been 
harvested for centuries for food 
and fiber in some lands and the 
committee said that as synthet- 
ic 
m a t e r i a l s 
become 
increasingly expensive, these 
aquatic plants may be used for 
those purposes again 
Farming of the common reed 
Phragm ites in the Danube 
Ri ver , for example, has 
become vital to the economy of 
Romania The reeds are covert­ 
ed to paper, cellophane, card­ 
board and synthetic fibers 
Another possibility receiving 
increasing attention is the use 
of 
d e c o m p o s i n g 
w a t e r 
hyacinths to produce methane, 
the main ingredient of natural 
gas 
Experiments conducted 
by 
the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration indicate 
water hyacinth from one hec­ 
tare (2 47 acres) will produce 
more than 70,030 cubic meters 
of gas with an average methane 
content of 69 per cent

East s queen of clubs 
became the third defensive 
trick and they still had their 
two aces to complete the rout .

B E R K E L E Y , Calif (U P I) - Many parts of California and the 
West will be a giant tinderbox this summer Hut one forestry 
professor says it didn't have to be that way, even with the drought 
Retired University of California Prof. Harold Biswell, affec­ 
tionately called 
Flank the Torch 
by National Park Service 
rangers, has for more than .10 years advocated planned or 
prescribed burns in forests 
A prescr ibed or controlled burn is done in favorable weather con­ 
ditions and takes into account fuel and soil moisture to keep fire in 
a predetermined area 
The aim of the ' friendly fires” is to 
eliminate undergrowth without harming mature trees 
Biswell says lightning-caused fires are natural to California and 
other minor blazes were set by Indians to improve conditions for 
wildlife as well as to facilitate hunting and to keep enemies out 
One early Californian wrote that old squaws each spring would 
look for dry spots and burn them 
in this way, the fire was always the servant, never the master 
By this means, the Indians always kept their forests open, pure and 
fruitful and conflagrations were unknown, 
the 19th century man 
wrote 
Environmentalist John Muir described the forests as “ parklike 
surfaces” and said “ one would experience but little difficulty in 
riding on horseback through the successive belts all the way up to 
the storm-beaten fringes of the icv peaks “ 
But now. Biswell says, thanks to a successful policy for the past 
HO years of fire suppression, forests are strewn with debris which 
provides severe fire hazards 
Biswell calls the sight of impassable forests and nature's own 
garbage “ sickening ” 


Many parks are no longer natural Fire exclusion has provided 
thickets and debris which choke out other wildlife 
The policy of fire suppression developed as a reaction to the 
destructive use of fires by early settlers — miners clearing t it 
landscape to make gold-bearing outcrops more visible, lumber­ 
men burning unsaleable trees and sheepmen trying tor good graz­ 
ing land 
, . 
, 
By 1924. it was official policy to exclude fires from forest 
reserves By 1963, a report to the Interior Department noted the 
thicket of debris in the Lassen, Yosemite. Sequoia and Kings Ca­ 
nyon national parks was “ depressing not uplifting 
Five years later, the National Park service adopted a new fire 
policy which recognizes the role of fires, both natural and planned, 
in maintaining truly natural areas. 
But Biswell says it takes 10 to 13 years to develop “ the parklike 
forest you would like 
“ The understory trees (trees which grow in the shade of mature 
trees) and debris serve as a tinderbox ready to burst into flames of 
uncontrollable intensity, 
Biswell said. 
Modern man has created 
what he fears most in forest land management — destructive wild­ 
fires 
Biswell said he first observed controlled burns on land owned by 
a Georgia timber company during World War II 
“ There were no fire hazards and nothing to worry about 
he 
said 
When Biswell came to California in 1947, he brought up the topic 
of prescribed burns but “ they said it was too hot or too dry or the 
slopes too steep, 
he said “ It was an old idea but new to these 
people ” 


So Biswell got his chance to perform some prescribed burns un 
private lands primarily in Northern California 
Later, a neighboring forest fire jumped into the area he once 
burned and the wildfire stopped there, he said 
The fire-setter says controlled burning is “ a very complirated 
task and there aren’t a dozen people in California capabl* of the 
science and art ” 
“ Fighting wildfires is now a very complicated science But 
forestry could become very easy What they should do is tudy 
nature and all the secrets about nature 
Some urban residents complain about wood smoke produced 
from the prescribed bums. “ But some smoke now and then is bet 
ter than a summer wildfire.
